Honest Money League Sits Down Hard on 
Altgeld, Hinrichsen, and Hopkins. 

Altgeld, Hinrichsen, and Hopkins will 
have to run their free silver convention with- 
out the Honest Money League of Illinois.

Resolved, By the Executive committee of the 
Honest Money League of Illinois, that we vigor- 
ously protest against the calling and bolding of 
such convention, and call upon honest money 
Democrats of Cook County to abstain from par 
ticipation in the primaries to be held May 8, 
1895; and that the Committe@jion Public Meet- 
ings of this league at once arrange for a mass- 
meeting to be held in this city at an early day, 
to give emphasis to this protest.

This 
had’ the effect of checking proceedings in 
probate looking to a speedy distribution of 
Senator Stanford’s estate and tying up 
things generally. If it succeeds it seems in- 
evitable that the university must be closed, 
There are 1,100: students and a faculty of 
seventy-five.

Ottawa, Ont., April 24.—Regarding a mo- 
tion passed by the New York State Legisla- 
ture at Albany today. favoring the political 
union of the United States and Canada, 
Premier Bowells said this afternoon: 

“The average American has as kindly 
feeling towards Canada as we have toward 
the United States. It is only demagogues 
and irresponsible adventurers like M. 
O’Grady who attempt to create ill-feeling 
between the two countries. Every Cana- 
dian knows that there is no annexation 
sentiment in this country, because we be- 
lieve we are better off than Americans. We 
have passed through the financial crisis bet- 
ter than they. We have a‘more reliable 
banking system. We have no negro prob- 
lems, and we have-no Anarchists nor bomb- 
throwers. We have a responsible govern- 
ment. They have not. If the ‘Canadian 
people lose confidence in the government of 
which I am the head we can be put oitt of 
power within a month. Cleveland governs 
for four years and cannot be displaced, ex- 
cept by a process never resorted to success- 
fully. Besides all this, we are Britishers, 
and we intend, I think, to stay so.’’ 

Sir Richard Cartright, a prominent Lib- 
eral leader, said: 

“This man is looking for notoriety and 
favor with his own undesirable class. 
Americans who visit Canada expecting to 
find a strong annexation sentiment invaria- 
bly go home without having found any at 
all. That states the whole question.”’

while all other imports to other points did 

not ‘exceed $500,000. Almost one-half of 

the imports at Corinto are from Great Brit- 
ain. The British imports for 1891-02 were 
$2,132,601; those of the United States come 

‘gecond at $1,497,670; Germany, $1,042,- 

055; France, $998,144. The rest of the 

import trade was.with ne ghboring South and 

Central American countfjes. The tariff rates 

of Nicaragua are such that the $6,006,805 of 
imports yielded $1,058,013 in customs du- 

ties, At this rate the reveipts at Corinto 
would reach $75,000 within thirty days, un- 
less commerce was diverted. 
The largest part of Nicaragua’s foreign 
debt is represented by bonds held in London 
and payable there in 1919. This foreign 
debt aggregates $2,105,227. The London 
holders hdve thus far received their interest 
on the bonds promptly. If, however, Nicar- 
agua is crippled by the seizure of customs re- 

_ceipts, it may react by a failure to meet the 

interest on the bonds. The dipiomatic repre-

LIBERAL UNIONIST WINS A SEAT. 


Gurdon Elected for the Middle Division of 
Norfolk—Platforms Used. 

London, April 24.—In the election for a 
member of Parliament to represent the Mid- 
die Division of Norfolk Mr. R. T. Gurdon, 
Liberal Unionist, who at the last election un- 
successfully contested this seat against Mr.

LOSSES IN CHITRAL EXPEDITION. 


Reports by Commanders of the Forces— 
Why the Seize Was Kaised. 

Simla, April 24.—The British Golumn under 
the command of Col. Kelly which was pro- 
ceeding to the relief of Chitral from Giligit 
reached Kodazi, twelve miles north of Chit- 
ral Fort, on April 19. Upon arriving there 
Col. Kelly received direct news from Dr. 
Robertson of the British agent in Chitral, 
to whose succor the’British force was hast- 
ening, that Sher Afzul, who captured the 
Town of Chitral, had fled with all the be- 
siegers of the fort. 

Dr. Robertson reported that the casual- 
ties during the investment of the North to 
which he retreated upon the capture of the 
town were thirty-nine killed and sixty-two 
wounded. He and Capt. Campbell were se- 
verely wounded. Capt. Baird was killed. 
Lieut. Gurdon, who was reported to have 
been killed, is still alive.- All the wounded 
are doing well. The garrison lost over one- 
third of its strength, as there were only 200 
troops and seven officers there. The high- 
est praise is due to Col. Kelly’s brilliant feat 
at arms.

VALLEY PEOPLE MAY TRY TO MAKE 
IT A PARTY MEASURE. 


Republicans Called to Meet This Morn- 
ing, When It Is Thought They Will 
Bring the Question Up—Bills Discussed 
in the Senate Yesterday — Crawford 
Makes a Manly Fight for the Chicago 
MeasureNiehaus Introducesa Vicious 
Amendment. 

Springfield, Ill., April 24.—Late tonighr 


the Republican members of the Senate - 


were notified that there would be a caucus 
tomorrow morning at 0:30 o’clock, Senator 
Humphrey intended to call this caucus 
Tuesday, April 23, but was called to Min- 
neapolis on account of the illness of his 
daughter. He sent a letter to Senator Mor- 
rison asking him to arrange forthecall. As 
there has not been a call for three months it 
is thought this one is for the purpose of dis- 
cussing party questions. Some of the Chi- 
cago members, however, fear tonight that 
the valley people will endeavor to bring up 
the drainage canal question, and make it a 
party issue. Senators Aspinwall, Monroe, 
and Berry, leaders of the valley crowd, have 
been in consultation tonight and are making 
strenuous efforts to bring Republican Sena- 
tors into their ranks. Friends of Chicago's 
interests and those interested in the success 
of the big canal are on the alert and will 
make a strong fight against any move on the 
part of the valley people to make the meas- 
ure a party issue. 


CHANCES FAVOR HUMPHREY BILL; 


Crawford Makes a Manly Fight for the 
Drainage Canal in the Senate. 

Springfield, Ill., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
fight over the drainage bill was on in the 
Senate today and will be resumed tomorrow. 
The chances are all in favor of the indorse- 
ment of the bill.drawn by the Drainage 
Commissioners without amendment or 
change in any particular. 

Senator Niehaus of Peoria led off by of- 
fering an amendment which, though fair 
on its face, is vicious in the extreme. If it 
be adopted and the drainage bill become a 
law the people of Chicago would be com- 
pelled to cut an open channel through the 
heart of the City of Chicago in addition to 
the open river so as to bring in an immense 
volume of water aggregating five or six 
hundred thousand cubic feet of water per 
minute. It would involve an additional ex- 
pense of about $30,000,000. The amendment 
is fair on its face, and taken all in all well 
calculated to deceive. It is evidently the 
work of an expert in such matters, and con- 
tains among other obnoxious clauses a 
**joker,’’ by which the Drainage Commis- 
sioners are compelled to connect with Lake 
Michigan by a channel 160 feet wide at the 
bottom and eighteen feet deep. Of course 
the Drainage Commission will stand no such 
amendment as this. ’ 

The work must necessarily be abandoned 
if any such provision meets with adoption. 
The valley people are asserting that the 
Niehaus amendment is just what they 
want and advancing the old idea that they 
are going to be driven out of their homes by 
the sewaze. 

A number of speeches were made on the 
proposition today. Senator Crawford, ia 
the absence of Senator Humphrey, led the 
fieht for Chicagd. Senator Orville F. Berry 
embraced the opportunity to fly his oratori- 
cal kite and made the presumptuous state- 
ment that the people of Chicago when the 
drainage bill was passed had promised the 
country to make the improvement a”ship 
canal. 

The fight will be resumed in the morning. 
Mr. Eckhart says he has no doubt of the re- 
sult, as many of the members begin to see 
the true inwardness of the amendments and 
substitutes offered by the valley people. The 
members also realize the fact that the orig- 
inal drainage bill made every requirement 
ingenuity and skill could suggest for the 
benefit of the valley people. In fact the val- 
ley people at the time the drainage bill was 
passed were given everything they wanted 
as respects the volume of water and the deep 
cut through the rock should the channel of 
necessity be widened in. years to come. 


Crawford Leads the Discussion. 

Senator Crawford, in explaining the con- 
tents’‘of the Humphrey bill, said no changes 
in the present law were asked nor any dimi- 
nution of burdens thereby imposed. The bill 
asked by the trustees provided merely that 
they might have the right of levying an ad- 
ditional tax of 1 per cent in the Drainage 
District for three years in order to obtain 
the funds needed to complete the work in 
the period specified. 

Senator Niehaus offered an amendment 
epecifying more particularly the size of the 
proposed channel and that a continuous 
flow of 400,000 cubic feet of water shall be 
maintained when it shall be in operation. It 
provides further that the current shall be 
three miles per hour, with other provisions 
regarding the size of the canal and the flow 
of water to be maintained to keep pace with 
the growth of the population. The amend- 
ment also contained requirements that the 
trustees be compelled to build a ship canal 
with locks of sufficient capacity at Joliet. 

In explanation of the amendment Senator 
Niehaus said it added to the present law one 
feature, making it certain by language 
which would not be misconstrued that the 
Drainage Trustees should send down the 
channel a flow of 300,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute, as was contemplated by the law. 
He said: 

It is claimed by the Sanitary Trustees that it is 
their intention anyway to send this volume of 
water. They have so stated to the committee, and 
I believe to the members here on the floor. But 
this assurance is not sufficient. The valley people 
believe the matter should be placed beyond a 
doubt. They think that they have a right to ask 
that there should be no doubt upon this point, and 
it appears there exists no good reason to doubt it. 
It was generally understood when the project 
was first brought up @hat the canal was to be a 
waterway. The prospect now pointed, not to a 
great waterway, but to an open sewer. Four 
years ago the attempt was made to evade the 
promises made; now the enterprise was being car- 
ried out with the sole aim of getting rid of Chi- 
cugo’s sewage by dumping it into the valley. All 
that was asked was that the requirement for a 
flow of 300,000 cubic feet of water a minute should 
be unmistakable. The amendment could work no 
harm if the trustees intended ving up to its pro- 
visions, which they claimed they intended to do. 
There was also a question about the means em- 
ployed to dilute the sewage; the valley people 
wanted assurance on this point as well. 

Humphrey’s Good Substitute. 

Senator Crawford spoke in reply, in the 
absence of Senator Humphrey, who is in 
Minneapolis attending the bedside of a sick 
child. He reviewed in brief the history of 
the Drainage Canal project and legislation, 
and laid stress upon the energetic, honora- 
ble way the work has been performed and 
every requirement lived up to in spite of the 
heavy burdens and conditions imposed to 
Satisfy the valley people. He said: 

After a great many years of agitation the Leg- 
islature in 1880 passed the law which this meas- 
ure is intended to amend, It was entitled an act 
to create a sanitary district and to remove ob- 
structions from the illinois and Desplaines Rivers. 
It was a measure necessitated by the unprece- 
dented growth of the City of Chicago in order to 
provide some means of disposing of the sewage of 
that great metropolis. The measure then pro- 
vided for a levy of a tax of one-half of 1 per cent 
on the property valuation of the district. It was 
estimated as sufficient to carry on and complete 
the work at that time. This has since been found 
a mistake. The amount so obtained falla far short 
of the cost of the enterprise. It has n found 
necessary to have more money, and the trustees 
now come to the Legislature and ask that they be 

ranted the right by law to levy a tax of an ad- 

itional 1 per cent upon the property of the san- 
itary district for the next three years. 

Alluding to the amendment demanded by 
the valley people he added: 

We are met here by the claim made by the peo- 
ple of the valley that before this is granted addi- 
tional burdens shoulkid be imposed. hey ask that 
still other conditions shall be injected into the 
law gm an already heavy burden more bur- 
densome. hey ask that in the carrying to a suc- 
cessful ending of one of the grandest engineering 
feats the wor'd hase ever seen—one of the wonders 
of the age—we shall submit to new exactions and 
still heavier ‘burdens than thoree now imposed. 
We have hitherto submitted to their demands. We 
have acceded to all conditions thought to be in 
their interest and for their protection. But when 
they want to put upon us the additional burden 
of ge mS a ship canal at a great increase in 
cost we cannot and will not_sudbmit to it. 


Canal Larger than Law Regutres. 2 

Referring to the conditions regarding the 
supply and flow of water to be maintained 
Senator Crawford said it was clear and ex- 
plicit in the present law and needed no alter- 
ation. Continuing he said: 

There exists no doubt in the minds of any of the 
trustees as to their responsibility on this score, 
and the nature of the work shows that they are 
not seeking in any detail to slight their work or 
the requirements p have con- 

ructed the canai ! 


were 
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Board would be found in every way tp to the re- 
uirements, and the people of the valley would de- 
ve all the benefits from the waterway. As to 
the volume of the water to flow through it and the 
supply, that was already set forth in the law. It 
rovided 300,000 cubic feet of water should flow 
hrough every minute, and further provided that 
the channel should large enough when cut in 
the solid rock to carry 600,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute, in case the growth of population made this 
essential.

The Drainage Trustees had never agreed to 
place Joliet at the end of a ship canal, as was 
claimed. The provision requiring a commission 
of expert engineers to pass upon the channel be- 
fore it should be gcocntes by the State was ample 
protection against ali the things about which so 
much fear was expressed by the valley people. 

What was poaty back of the claims of the valley 

poowe and the object of their amendment was that 
hey wanted a ship canal cut straight through the

The amendments and the 
fears expressed were aimed to obtain this, though 
it was a thing never thought of before or agreed 


‘to. The valley people were really standing in

This could not take place until an- 
other Legislature had met and adjourned. [t 
would first be necessary to change a number of 
things in the Chicage River.

SCORES THE REVISION COMMISSION. 


House Gives Mounts the Opportunity He 
Has Been Waiting For. 
Springfield, Llll., April 24.—{Special.J—In 
the dying hours of the last General Assem- 


i bly there was sent through the Legislature 


a resolution for the appointment of a joint 
commission on statutory revision. The mat- 
ter made such a row in the House that it 
precipitated a sine die adjournment while 
Wilson of Ogle and Mounts of Macoupin 
were on their feet protesting against the 
resolution. Wilson of Ogle was not re- 
elected, but Mounts came back. He has it 
in, so to speak, for statutory revision, and 
simply bided his time to get in his work. 

This was ‘* Billy ’’ Mounts’ day in the 
House. Taking advantage of the discussion 
of the bill drawn by the commission, Mounts 
gave Messrs. Crafts and Callahan, members 
of that organization, a bitter scoring. There 
has been more or less talk about this com- 
mission ever since it was formed, and a row 
was brewing over appropriations for the 
bay of the members and the secretary, It 
was at first intended to appropriate some-. 
thing like $40,000 for the pay of the members 
and the secretary and the continuance of 
the work for two years more. 

Decided opposition against this ‘proposi- 
ticn developed early in the session, and it 
was’ finally agreed that the members and 
the secretary should have what was decent 
in the way of a per diem and nothing more. 
The matter assumed proportions in the meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions yesterday. 

Jonathan Merriam moved that the mem- 
bers of the commission and the secretary be 
required to file itemized bls showing the 
number of days they used in their work for 
the State. Representative Stoskopf sug- 
gested that the bills be sworn to before some 
officer empowered by law to administer an 
oath. These propositions met with favor 
and the members of the commission and the 
secretary were asked to file their statements 
at once. 

The Compensation They Ask. 

The documents came into the possession of 
the committee this afternoon. O. F. Berry 
swears that he began work June 21, 1893, 
furnishing at his own home a room specially 
adapted for the purpose. He testifies that 
he worked at it at least 400 days, for which 
he claims $2,000 and $100 for a stenographer. 

Judge Callahan testifies that he gave a 
part of each day since the organization of 
the committee to work, “the entire day 
when not disturbed by other business.’”” He 
claims $2,000 for his personal services and 
$125 for a stenographer. 

‘Col. Morris makes oath that he worked 
400 days and during that time has been sub- 
jected to necessary incidental expenses. The 
Colonel modestly refrains from mentioning 
what he considers the proper daily stipend, 
but it is understood he expe¢ts ‘‘a nimble 
fiver ’’ for each and every day. 

Reed “Green, who succeeded Senator An- 
drew J. O’Conor, makes affidavit that he 
worked 400 days; also that he expended con- 
siderable money for actual necessary ex- 
penses for which he asks no reimbursement. 
He paid stenographers and typewriters $00. 

Clayton KE. Crafts testifies that he served 
at least 400 days, but does not name the 
figure to which he thinks he is entitled. 

The secretary of the committee, Alexander

The committee, however, recommended 
the payment of $2,000 to each of the mem- 
bers and a similar amount to the secretary.

What Starts the Discussion. 

The discussion in the House today was 
precipitated when Mr. Callahan called up, as 
onerof the special orders, the Judiciary com- 
mittee bill revising the law in relation to 
Justices of the Peace and Constables. This 
measure was prepared by the Joint Commis- 
sion on Statutory Revision, and it at. once 
encountered the opposition of the enemies 
of the commission. 

Mr. Stoskopf started the fight by moving 
that consideration of the bill bs pastponed 
for two weeks. He said the approval of this 
bill involved the question whether this Gen- 
eral Assembly desired to indorse the propo- 
sition for a general revision of the statutes. 
As for himself he was opposed to any gen- 
eral revision of the statutes, and he wanted 
further time to consider the pending meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Callahan denied that the action of the 
House on the bill necessarily involved the 
question of indorsing a general revision of 
the. statutes. The bill had been carefully

Now, my friends of 
this General Assembly, we have not the oppor- 
tunity to discuss these bills one by one; but I sub- 
mit to you as a general proposition ‘whether or not 
you want a commission created as this was to pre- 
pare and lay before you bills containing 300 and 
possibly 400 pages, and whether you want to 
adopt these measures without any opportunity to 
look into them. 


KILLS ASSESSOR INVESTIGATION. 


House by a Viva Voce Vote Knocks Out Mr. 
Gibson's Resolution. 

Springfield, Ill., April 24.—(Special.]—After 
a debate of an hour and a half this morning 
the House by a viva voce vote killed the res- 
olution. offered last week by Mr. Gibson pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee 
to investigate charges of corruption and 
fraudulent assessment in Cook County. A 
great many members took occasion to make 
speeches on the proposition. As the mat- 
ter had been very freely discussed ever 
since the resolution came into the House 
the members got the idea that it was a 
matter which pertains strictly to Cook Coun- 
ty and therefore not within the province of 
the Legisiature. The opinion was freely ex- 
pressed if the assessments in Cook County 
were too low or fraudulently made the peo- 
ple could remedy them or punish the offend- 
ers by appealing te the grand jury or exer- 
cising more care in the selection of As- 
sessors.

MAY COMPEL COOPER TO TESTIFY. 


Senate Committee Recommends That He Be 
Brought Before the Body. 

Springfield, Ill.,; April 24.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Judiciary indulged in a lengthy 
legul discussion this afternoon as to the pro- 
priety of the right of calling before the bar 
of the Senate Frank H. Cooper of the firm of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. of Chicago, who re- 
fused to answer certain questions pro- 
pounded to him by the special committee ap- 
pointed on the resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation committee, which was offered in 
the Senate, and which was referred to the 
Committee on Judiciary for discussion and 
recommendation, Senators Salomon, Leep- 
er, and Johnson presented exhaustive refer- 
ences applying to the case which have been 
decided. by the Supreme Courts of Wiscon- 
sin, Massachusetts, and Alabama. Senator 
Salomon said the business men in outlying 
districts of Chicago were complaining of 
methods pursued by department stores in 
their business relations with the public. He 
read a communication authorized by the 
West Side Business Men's Protective Asso- 
ciation asking that an investigation be 
prosecuted against the department stores. 

As a foundation for a desire toinvestigate 
these corporations it was asserted that child 
labor was-:employed to the detriment of 
adult labor; fraudulent advertising resorted 
to: a centralization of the different lines of 
business in a small territory; a decrease in 
wages and depreciation of real estate in out- 
lying districts. The legal power vested in 
the Senate to investigate industries of this 
character was discussed thoroughly and the 
atatutes quoted in support of the position 
niaintained by those prosecuting the investi- 
gation. The questions which Mr. Cooper re- 
fused to answer included his objection to 
displaying the charter under which the com- 
puny operates, the amount of money made 
by the corporation, amounts paid out in ad- 
vertising, and others, 

A motion was carried ordering a favorable 
recommendation that the Senate should con- 
cur in the report. It was the sentiment that 
Mr. Cooper should, when he was brought be- 
fore the bar of the Senate, be allowed his 
legal representative to advise him. And it 
was also thought that the action of the Sen- 
ate, if the report was concurred in, should 
apply only to the questions propounded Mr. 
Cooper by the committee. and which he 
failed to answer. Senators Berry, Salomon, 
and Campbell of Cook were appointed a 
committee to formulate the Judiciary com- 
mittee’s report, and it will likely be present- 
ed to the Senate tomorrow. | ,

Springfield, Ill., April 24.—[Special.]—Vol-

THINK IT GIVES TOO MUCH POWER. 


Some Senators Oppose Arbritration Bfil in 
Its Present Shape. 

Springfield, Hl., April 24.—[Special.]—What 
is known as the labor arbitration bill is on 
the order of second reading in the Senate. It 
was discussed at great length in committee 
in the House and went through that body by 
a handsome majority. It was read a first 
time in the Senate the other day and sent to 
second reading. It was thought atyfirst the 
bill would go through the Senate in its pres- 
ent condition without serious objection. It 
has been subjected to careful scrutiny, how- 
ever, and a good many men are of the opin- 
ion if it passes in its present condition it 
gives the officer who appoints the arbitra- 
tors unusual and, extraordinary powers, 
which might, under high pressure, be ex- 
ercised in the advancement of personal or 
political ends. A number of amendments 
calculated to eliminate this objectionable 
or in the bill are being prepared and 
will be offered whenever the matter comes 
up for discussion.

Senator Crawford—Providing pensions for school 
teachers. 

Senator Leeper—Providing for the dissolution of 
corporations. by the Attorney-General in certain 
cases.

JUSTICE FULLER ON THE INCOME TAX, 


Text of the Decision That Excepted Rents 
and Interest on Bonds. 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—The text of 
the opinjon of Chief Justice Fuller in the in- 
come tax cases, which was delivered the 8th 
inst., Was made public today. The opinion 
is preceded by an elaborate review of tne his- 
tory of the case. The opinion proper is in- 
troduced with the statement that— 

The Constitution provides that representatives 
and direct taxesghall be apportioned among the 
several States according to numbers, and that no 
direct tax shall be laid-except according to the 
enumeration provided: and abpo, that all duties, 
imposts, and excises shali bé'uniform through- 
out the United States. 

Continuing the opinion says: 

The men who framed the Constitution had just 
emerged from the struggle for independence, 
whose raliying cry had been t * taxation. and 
representation go together.’’ The mother coun- 
try had taught the colonists that self-taxation 
constitutes the main security against oppres- 
sion. The States were careful to see that taxa- 
ion and representation should go together so 
that the sovereignty reserved should not be im- 
paired, and that when Congress voted a tax upon 
property it should do so with the consciousness 
and‘under the responsibility that in so doing the 
tax so voted would proportionately fall upon the 
immediate constituents of those who imposed it. 
More than this, by the Constitution the 
, not oniy gave to the Nation 
the concurrent power to tax persons and 
property directly, but they surrendered 
their own power to levy taxes.on imports, and to 
regulate commerce. So when the wealthicr 
States as between themselves and their less- 
favored associates, and all as between them- 
selves and those who were to come, gave up for 
the common good the great source of revenue de- 
rived through commerce, they did so in reliance 
of the protection afforded by restrictions on the 
grant of power... Thus in che matter of taxation 
the Constitution recognizes the two great classes 
of direct and indirect taxes, and lays down two 
rules by which their imposition must bé gov- 
erned, namely: Therule of apportionment as to 
direct taxes and the rule of uniformity as to 
duties, imposts,: and excises. 

There have besn from time to time intimations 
that there might be some tax which was not a 
direct tax mor included under the words “ duties, 
imposts, and excises,’’ but such a tax for more 
than 100 years of national existence has re- 
mained undiscovered, notwithstanding the stress 
of particuiar circumstances has invited through- 
out investigation into sources of revenue. 


Question of Rents. 


By far the greater part of the opinion is de- 
voted to the consideration of the question 
whether a tax on rents isa direct tax withiu 
the meaning of the Constitution. The Chief 
Justice’says: 

Ordinarily all taxes paid primarily by persons 
who can shift the burden upon some one else, or 
who are under no legal compulsion to pay them, 
are considered indirect taxes; but a tax upon 
property-holaers in respect of their estates, 
whether reel or personal, or of the income yield- 
ed by such estates. and the payment of which 
cannot be avoided, are direct taxes. Neverthe- 
less, it may be admitted that although this defini- 
tion of taxes, direct taxes, is prima facie correct 
and to be applied in the consideration, of the 
question before us, yet the Constitution may bear 
a different meaning, and that such different 
meaning may be recognized; but in arriving at 
any conclusion upon this point we are at liberty 
to. refer to the historical circurostances attending 
the framing and adoption of the Constitution, as 
well as the entire frame and scheme of the in- 
strument, andathe consequences naturally at- 
tendant upon the construction one way or the 
other. Hence the imposts, which at thetime the 
Constitution was framed and adopted, were recog- 
nized as diréct taxes. 

“Discussing the qualifications of the mem- 
bers of the convention, he said they were men 
of great sagacity. fully conversant with gov- 
ernmental prob!ems, deeply conscious of the 
nature of their task, and proioundly con- 
vinced that they were laying the foundations 
of a yast future empire. Various authorities 
are quoted at considerable length to show the 
process by which the compromise by which 
the convention delegated to Congress the 
power to tax the variolhs States was. arrived 
at, and the Chief Justice adds: : 

The compromise. in embracing the power of 
direct taxation. consisted not simply in includ- 
ing pact of the slaves in the enumeration of pop- 
uiation but in providing that as between State 
and State such ¢axation should be proportioned 
to representation. 

Many quotations are also made for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating that the right of the 
Federal Government directly to assess and 
collect its own taxes, at least until after 
requisieons upon the States had been made 
and failed, was one of the:chief points of 


conflict. . 
Quotes the Hilton Case. 


Discussing the Hilton case so frequentiy re- 
ferred to in connection with this case, in 
which the Supreme Court in 1794 decided 
that a tax on carriages was not a direct tax, 
the Chief Justice says that each of the Jus- 
tices, while suggesting doubt whether any- 
thing but a capitation or a land tax wasa 
direct tax°within the meaning of the Consti- 
tution, distinctly avoided expressing an opin- 
ion upon that question or laying down a coin- 
prehensive definition, but confined his opin- 
ion to the case before the court. The acts of 
July 14, 1848, and of Aug. 5, 1861, are re- 
viewed, after which the following proposi- 
tions are laid down: 

1. That the distinction between direct and in 
direct taxation was well understood by the 
framers of the Constitution and those who adopt- 


it. 

2. That under the State systems of taxation all 
taxes on reaj estate or personal property, or the 
rents.or incomes thereof, were regarded as direct 


taxes ' ; 

3. That the rules of apportionment and of uni- 
formity were adopted in view of that distinction 
and those systems. 

4. That whether the tax on carriages was di- 
rector indirect was disputed, but the tax was 
sustained as a tax on the use and an excise. 

5. That the original expectation was that the 
power of direct taxation would be exercised only 
in extraordinary exigencies, and down to Aug. 
15, 1894, this expectation has been realized. 
The act of that date was passed in a time of 
profound peace, and if we assume that no spe- 
cial exigency called for unusual legisiation and 
that resort to this mode of taxation is to become 
an ordina and usual means of supply, that 
fact furnishes an additional reason for circum- 
spection and care in disposing of the case. - 

The opinion here reviews numerous de- 
cisions under the act of 1861, including the 
Springer case, which ‘was largely relied upon 
by counsel for the government in the present 
cases to sustain their contention. Chief 


It is conceded in all these cases, from that!of 
Hilton to that of Springer, that taxes on land are 
direct taxes, and ia none of them is it determined 
that taxes on rents or income derived from land 
are not taxes on land. 

Requirement of the Constitution. 


Summing up, the Chief Justice says, among |

If it be true that by varying the form the sub- 
stance may be changed it is not easy to see that 
anything would remain of the limitations of the 
Constitution or of the rule of taxation and repre- 
sentation so carefully recognized and guarded in 
favor of the citizens of oaeh State. But constitu- 
tional provisions cannot be thus evaded. It is 
the substance and not the form which controls. 
as has indeed been established by repeated decis- 
ions of this court. 


Property-Owners Ought to Contribute. 


It is not doubted that property-owners ought 
to contribute in just measure to the expenses of 
the government. As to the States and their mu- 
nicipalities, this is reached largely through the 
imposition of direct taxes. As to the Federal 
Government, itis attained in part through ex- 
cises and indirect taxes upon luxuries and con- 
sumption gencrall®%\to which direct taxation may 
be added to the extént that the rule of appor- 
tionment allows. And through one mode or the 
other the entire wealth of the country, real and 
personal, may be made, as it should be. to con- 
tribute to the common defense and general wel- 
fare. But the acceptance of the rule of appor- 
tionment was one of the compromises which 
made the adoption of the Constitution ssible 
and secured the creation of that dual form of 
government. so elastic and so strong, which has 
thus far survived in unabated vigor. If by call- 
ing a tax indirect when it is essentially direct the 
ruie of protection could be frittered away one of 
the great landmarks defining the boundary ®be- 
tween the Nation and tne States of which it is 
composed would have disappeared-and with it 
one of the buiwarks of private rights and pri- 
vate property. Weare of opinion that the law 
in question, so far as it ievies a tax on the rents 
or income of real estate, is in violation of the 
Constitution and is invalid. 

Comparatively brief space is devoted to the 
question of a tax on the income derived from 
municipal bonds, Says the opinion: 

The Constitution contemplates the independent 
exercise by the Nation and the State, severally, 
of our constituuonal powers. As the Statés can- 
not tax the powers. the operations, or the prop- 
erty of the United States, nor the means which 
they employ to carry ‘heir powers into execution, 
sa it has been held that the United States have 
no power under the Constitution to tax either 
the instrumentalities or the property of a State. 
A municipal corporation is the representative of 
the State and one of the instrumentalities of the 
State government. It was long ago determined 
that the property and revenues of municipal cor- 
porations are not subjects of Federai taxation. 

After reference to the decisions the opinion 
proceeds, concluding as follows: 

The law under consideration provides that 
nothing-therein. contained shall apply to States, 
counties, or municipalities. It is contended that, 
aithough the property or revenues of the States 
or their instrumentalities cannot be taxed, never- 
theless the income. derived from State, county, 
and municipal securities can be taxed. But we 
think the same want of power to tax the prop- 
erty or revenues .of the States or their instru- 
mentalities exists in relation to a tax on the in- 
comes from their securities ana for the same rea- 
son. 

Chief Justice Marshall Quoted, 


That reason is given by Chief Justice Marshall 
in Weston vs. Charlestown where he Said: * The 
right to tax the contract to- any extent when 
made must operate on the power to borrow be- 
fore it is exercised. and have a sensible influence 
onthe contract. Theextent of this power de- 
pends on the will of a distinct government. To 
any extent, howevér inconsiderable, it is a bur- 
den on the operations of government. It may be 
carried to an extent which shall arrest them en- 
CO |e The tax on government stock is 
thought by tits court to be a tax on the contract, 
ataxon the power to borrow money, on the 
credit of the United States, and consequently to 
be repugnant to the Constitution.”’ 

Applying this language to these municipal 
securities, it is obvious that taxation on tbe in- 
terest therefrom would operate on the power to 
borrow before it is exercised, and would havea 
sensible influence on the contract, and that the 
tax in question is a tax on the power of the 
States and their instrumentalities to borrow 
nroney and consequently is repugnant to the 
Constitution. 

Nashvilie, Tenn., April 24.—The health of 
Associate Justice Jackson of the United States 
Supreme Court, now at his home, West 
Meade, six miles from the city, is steadily im- 
proving. He will leave for Washington about 
May 4 to sit with the other members of the 
court during the hearing of the income tax 
petitions. Justice Jackson recognizes it as 
his duty to attend the meeting May 6 owing 
to the importance of the income tax question 
and the fact that a settlement is desired by all 
parties interested. 


MAKING TESTS TO BENEFIT FARMERS. 
Scheme to Determine the Best Fertilizers 
for Various Soils. 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—Prof. H. W. 
Wiley, chemist of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, is conducting a series of experiments 
to determine the fertility of the typical soils 
of the United States, which gives promise of 
far-reaching economic results to the farmers 
of the country. The ultimate object is to de. 
termine the fertilizer necessary to restore the 
fertility of any soil and to save the farmers 
the thousands annually spent for fertilizers 
which do uot meet the necessities of the soil 
to which they are applied. One of the novel 
features of the present experiments will be a 
photographic gallery now being erected on 
the agricultural grounds, The pots of soil 
experimented upon will be on tramways and 
will at stated intervala be run into this gal- 
lery and photographed so that the growing 
ptants can be photographed and thus furnish 
indisputable evidence of their productive 
qualities, and by comparison of their fertility 
with and without different classes of fertiliz- 
ers. The experiments will last several years. 


‘NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Reciprocity with Hawaii in Regard to 
- Shipping Regulations, 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—Reciprocity be- 

tween the United States and Hawaii in shipping 


‘regulations has recently been brought about by 


the action of the Treasury Department in giving 
to Hawaiian merchoent vessels the same advan- 
tages cnjoyed by American ships. The Hawaiian 
Government has already placed United States 
ships on the same terms as its own. Mr. Hastings, 
the Hawaiian Chargé here, says the new arrange- 
ment is proving satisfactory.to ship masters in 
both countries. 


Voorhees and Debs. 


Senator Voorhees of Indiana said it was true he 
had written a letter to Eugene Debs expressing 
the opinion that the United States Supreme 
Court, in its forthcoming decision in the cele- 
brated Debs contempt case, will reverse the de- 
cision of Judge Woodsand grant Debs and his 
associates a writ of habeas corpus. The Senator 
said, however, this was merely his personal opin- 
ion as a lawyer.

IOWA AND ABRAHAM LINCOLN IN 1860, 


The Hawkeye State Not an Original Sup- 
porter of the “ Rail-Splitter.” 

Marshalltown (lIa.) Times-Republican: 
Mr. Joseph Medill’s recollections of Lincoln 
and the Lincoln campaign, now publishing, 
will reveal an unpleasant fact in showing 
that Iowa was not an original Lincoln State, 
but went to the support of the great Emanci- 
pator reluctantly and ata late hour. Iowa 
was for Seward. So was Wisconsin. Per- 
haps it would be more accurate to say the 
politicians and managers of these two States 
were for Seward, and they were left to con- 
trol matters, as the mass of the people were 
not yet aroused to the true greatness and 
character of Lincoln. 

Before 1860 Lincoln was in some respects 
more honored abroad than in his own land, 


Illinois learned early to prize and honor him . 


and so did Indiana, but for some reason the 
neighboring States of Wisconsin and lowa 
kept looking to New York for a leader and 
were slow to appreciate him. This seems 
strange, especially as the Lincoln-Douglas 
debate had disclosed the character and abil- 
ity of the greatest of Republican leaders. 
The explanation undoubtedly lies in the 
fact that the Chicago press was so weak 
comparatively at that time in Iowa and 
Wisconsin and the mass of Western readers 
looked to New York for sound advice. The 
great CHICAGO TRIBUNE Was an infant then 
and had no such influence throughout the 
Northwest as now. lowa’s own newspapers 
were few and scanty. The Iowa readers 
who wanted something beyond their local 
papers did not forward subscriptions to Chi- 
cago, but sent them on to New York. So 
Iowa was saturated with Sewardism. 
Illinois should not make next year towards 
Iowa the same mistake this State did to- 
wards Illinois and its candidate in 1860. Con- 
ditions are different now.. None of the 
Northwestern States now it necessary 
to depend on New York for enlightenment. 
Northwestern States do not stand in one an- 
other’s light. We can-appreciate our own 
men even if they are near home. Some of 
the Chicago papers appreciate the 
ship of Allison and the forcefulness of his 
personality, even if he is an Iowa man. 
Northwest is gradually learning to appre- 
ciate its own without straining its vision to 
find leaders: in New York. ° :

SAYS IT WAS NOT CHRIST'S BODY. 


The Rev. Heber Newton Discards the Chris- 
tian Theory of the Resurrection. 

New York Tribune, April 22: The Rev. 
Dr. R. Heber Newton yesterday morning 
at All Souls’ Episcopal Church in Madison 
avenue, preached a sermon that is likely to 
arouse much controversy and comment. 
The resurrection of the body of Jesus Christ 
has always been one of the canons of belief 
in the Christian Church, but Dr. Newton 
yesterday sought to prove the unsubstanti- 
ality of this accepted belief,and to show that 
it was the spiritual and not the physical 
body .of Christ which ascended to heaven. 
He spoke with great earnestness through- 
out. During the service he announced that 
he would preach upon the same topic again 
next Sunday morning, and would refer to 
the grounds upon which he based his belief. 

Dr. Newton took his text from the third 
verse of the first chapter of the Acts of the 
Aposties: **‘To whom also he showed him- 
self.alive after his passion, by many infalli- 
ble proofs.’’ He spoke in part as follows: 

In the charming letters of Edwin Booth there ‘is 
one written in tne year loés, some three weeks 
after the death of his young wife, which gives 4 
pathetic account of his :oneiiness and sorrow, and 
of his longing for some communication with her. 
lt reads: *‘i lie awake at night and look for her in 
the darkness. I hold my breath and listen, and 
sometimes fancy I can feel her speak away in 
somewhere—in my soul, perhaps, for 1 know that 
if it is possible ror her to come back, she will 
come to me some night. She is in heaven, and |! 
must live to meet her there. I know all this at 
least as well as they know it; but 1 do need some 
sign from her, some little breath of wind, nothing 
mere, bringing comforting words from her. 
who have ever laughed at such things, now feel 
mystitied and hait pelieve such things may 
lf Mary should come to me, i feel that my soul 
Sous become purified. 1 shall no longer have 

oubts.’’

resses one of the deepest desires of the human 
peart—the intense longing tor some appearance 

m the spirit realm, certifying to us that our 
dear dead live, and that they can communicate 
with us, and a desire that tyom the darkness of” 


» the shadow of death there shall come some ray of 


light in which we shall see the form of our beloved 
and know that the dead are not always far from 
us, that they may commune with us, and we with 
them. I believe that the story of the resurrection 
of Christ Jesus gives the one historic satisfaction 
to this longing or the human heart. ‘I believe that 
it was meant to be the historic attestation that 
the dead are not dead, that they can reappear and 
commune with us. 1 have not always seen my 
way honestly to believe this. 1 have had my 
doubts as you have had. They have given place 
to a strong conviction into which 1 would help’you,. 
Let mein the first place make clear what I under- 
stand by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead, and then next Sunday, as trankly as I shall 
— today, | will endeavor to show you why I 

eve it. 

What are jve to understand by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead? What the church 
understands is plain. Without doubt the general 
belief is that there was a physical resurrection—a 
rising from the tomb of the very body of flesh and 
bones which was laid away there after the cruci- 
fixion. I1 have held to its belief as long as possible, 
but no superstructuretcan forget its foundation, 
and my reasons for rejecting this belief 1 propose 
to tell you. We know now from our fuller knowl- 
edge of the times of Jesus Christ that the people 
and his Disciples themselves believed not only in 
immortality, but in an actual physical resurrec- 
tion. I cannot accept the testimony of the Dis- 
ciples. And there is the fact that no one saw him 
in the act of rising from the tomb and passing 
forth in the same identical fofm of his earthly 
body. Some will then ask me what became of the 
body. But I am too reverent to speculate about 
what became of that sacred temple of the divine 
spirit. I leave all such irreverent speculations to 
higher ecclesiastical authorities.

WOOL TOUCHES BOTTOM PRICES. 
Lowest Values on Record Recorded in the 
Boston Fleece Market. 

BOSTON, Mass , ‘April 24.—The American Woo! 
and Cotton Reporter will say tomorrow of the wool 
trade: The record of the last week affords hittle 
encouragement for those who have been antici- 
pating any. improvement in the price of wool. 
Whatever may be the level of values elsewhere, 
wool has sold during the last week in this market 
at the lowest — ever touched in the history of

He must examine, briefly 
it istrue, hundreds of contracts and other obliga- 
tions and axecute them each month; interview, 
persuade, and induce the Committee on Schools 
‘of the City Council to take speady and favorable 
‘action in regard to school duties, and pursue a 
simiiar course with the Finance eommittee with 
regard to appropriations. These are a few of the 
many things demanded in the’ discharge of the 
duties devolving upon the presiding cer. In 
the discharge o a“ duties lhave been substan- 
tially aided by all of you, and particularly by 
our tried and experienced’ members, Thoma 

Brenan and Vice-President Cameron, and during 
my absence from the city the latter has dis- 
charged to your_satisfaction and that of the pub- 
lic the duties of President. I was comparatively 
anew member when you elected me to the Presi- 
dency at my first term, and when you elected 
me the second time I was conscious of the 


. fact that the honors conferred far exceeded my 


merit. It will a source of enduring pleasure 
tome to know that throughout all the time in- 
dicated there has not been enough friction be- 
tween us to relieve our meotings-of their routine 
monotony and t no sustained appeal from the 
decision of the Chair has boen taken during my 
terms of office and that but one request for an 
appeal has ever been made.

BENSON SAYS HASTINGS WAS INSANE 


Expert Testifies as to the Condition of Hil- 
liard’s Slayer. 

The first expert testimony on insanity in 
the Hastings murder trial was introduced 
yesterday afternoon. Dr. Benson, ex-Su- 
perintendent of the Cook County Hospital, 
told of a visit he paid Hastings in the latter’s 
cell the day after the murder of Edward P. 
Hilliard, Hastings told the witness his 
health had been poor for a long time and he 
had been troubled with a lapse of memory 
which affected him as often as twice a week. 
On these occasions he would drive past 
houses where he should have delivered milk, 
or turn a street corner‘and go in a direction 
opposite to that in which he should have 
gone. He said he had also been troubled by 
voices he heard’ in the night. Sometimes he 
heard them in his barn and occasionally he 
heard the voices in his wagon. Once ina 
while he saw his mother, who had been dead 
for years. r. Benson said Hastings was 
laboring. under depression. His eyes were 
Sluggish and his skin was of a bluish tint. 
The defense «then put a long hypothetical 
question, composed of the evideuce brought 
out, and Dr. Benson said a person as de. 
scribed in the question would be insane. The 
witness said Hastings was insane when he 
saw himh.

DEMOORATS ARE EITHER POPULISTS 
OB OLEVELAND MEN, 


The Sound Money Men Manage to Get an 

Expression Against the Free Silver 

_ Fallacy Before the People, but It Is 

Only the Start of a Fierce War That 

Threatens to Be the Death of the Bour- 

bons=Iowa Men Declare for Honest 
Money=Other Telegraph Politics. 


Austin, Tex., April 24.—[{Special.]—There 
is every indication that the Texas Demo- 
cratic party will be split in twain over the 
silver question. It has been gaining ground 
in this State rapidly for a couple of years 
past, and those who follow in the train of the 
silver craze are unconditional 16 to 1 free 
and unlimited coinage men. 

Realizing that these men are drifting rapid- 
ly into the Populist party, the conservative 
members of the Texas Legislature had a 
mass-meeting tonight for the purpose of de- 
vising some means of harmonizing the Dem- 
ocratic party on the question of silver. The 
meeting tonight declared its. unequivocal 
indorsement of Cleveland and the National 
Democracy on the financial question, and 
counseled the Democrats‘in Texas not to go 
in a vain pursuit of the Populist party, but 
to think well before they acted, and by all 
means let the differences be settled and not 
have a split over a fallacy that had its origin 
in the Populist party. 

The silverites in the Texas Legislature, 
to the number of about sixty, are all rank 
16 to 1 men, and will admit no one else save 
16 to 1 men to their meetings. They will have 
a meeting tomorrow night at which they 
purpose to issue an address to the people of 
Texas, requesting them to rally to the sup- 
port of the 16 to 1 theory. 


To Head Off the Cranks. 


Realizing that such a move would be disas- 
trous to the interests of the party in Texas, 
the meeting of Cleveland -Democrats 
called for tonight. The caucus adopted a 
proclamation which will be published to the 
world setting forth the following: 

“Whereas, It has beén the custom of the 
Democratic party from its foundation to set- 
tle all honest differences of opinion in their 
own ranks by framing proper platforms 
which declare the crystallized opinions of 
the party on all leading questions; therefore 
be it ? 

‘Resolved, That we have the utmost faith 
that proper discussion of the financial ques- 
tfon in the interval of the coming Democratic 
conventions, both national and State, will be 
able to form such platform as will enable all 
g06d Democrats to find common ground 
thereon.”’ 

The caucus of bimetallists tonight, follow- 
ing on the heels of the 16 to 1 conclave, will 
doubtless be the entering wedge that is to 
split the Democratic party of Texas. Noth- 
ing else is being discussed here. Tonight 
groups of men could be found over the Rep- 
resentative Hall arguing in the most spir- 
ited manner the question of finance, and it 
could be seen that there were uncompromis- 
ing partisans on each side. The Legislature, 
like the people of Texas, is divided on the 
subject, and the factions are irreconcilable. 

The free silver cranks evidently believe 
they are growing in strength, too, as they 
are becoming more intolerant and say their 
meeting tomorrow night will be a glowing 
success. 


SOUND MONEY MEN WIN IN LOWA.* 


The. Fight Is a Hard One, Waged by Old 
Cleveland Officeholders. 

Des Moines, la., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
Democrats held a meeting here today in con- 
nection with the State committee, which 
agreed upon Aug. 7 as the date for the State 
convention and Marshalltown the place. 
Judge Nathaniel French of Davenport was 
selected as Temporary Chairman. All three 
State conventions have selected Second Dis- 
trict men for Temporary Chairmen. The 
conference which followed the formal meet- 
ing of the committee was a somewhat stormy 
one. The men who participated were mainly 
the old politicians, many of whom are office- 
holders under Cleveland, but there were 
many radical silver men. For a long time it 
looked as if the silverites were in the ma- 
jority. The leaders among the silver men 
were Capt. S. B. Evans of Ottumwa, Frank 
Stuart of Chariton, J. M. Parsons of Rock 
Rapids, and J. B. Furguson of Logan. 

They insist that the Democratic party 
must choose between silver and complete 
burial. W. W. Witmer of Des Moines was 
the real leader of the sound money forces. 
When the wrangling was at its height he 
made a speech which calmed the excitement 
and led to the final indorsement of the plat- 
form of 1892, with which the fight ended. 
Mayor Vollmer of Davenport made a stir in 
denouncing the men who are still thinking 
of holding the German vote by talking about 
whisky. He said the Germans were tired of 
being called the “whisky Dutch.” They 
wanted sound money evidences from the 
Democratic party or they propose to leave it. 

This had a rather bad effect on the men 
who want to make prohibition an issue 
again. Tonight the silver Democrats are 
saying that it was merely a convention of 
Cleveland's officeholders, that the real 
Democracy has not yet been heard from. 


CONGRESSMAN M’CREARY FOR GOLD 


His Statement Lends Interest to the Sena- 
torial Race in Kentucky. 

Louisville, Ky., April 24.—In an interview 
with Congressman James B. McCreary to- 
day he declares himself unalterably opposed 
to the free coinage of silver. This utterance 
was brought out by Senator Blackburn's 
stand in favor of free silver. Mr. McCreary 
has prepared a long statement of his posi- 
tion, giving a résumé of his action and votes 
in Congress. He says: 

“I favor an international agreement con- 
sistent with sound business methods, but 
to throw open the mints of this country to 
the world is simply preposterous.” 

This statement adds greatly to the inter- 
est in the Senatorial race and expressions 
of the views of Gov. John Young Brown 
and ex-Gov. Simon Bolivar Buckner are ex- 
pected at an early date. Buckner favors 
gold and is a bimetallist. The Senatorial 
fight will be for and against silver. 


CHAIRMAN KENNEDY FOR GOLD. 


Thinks McLean County Democrats, How- 
ever, Have Gone Over to Silver. 
Bloomington, Ill., April 24.—[Special.]—H. 
M. Kennedy, Chairman of the Democratic 


Central Committee of this (McLean) cownty.~ 


has called a meeting of the committee to be 
held in Bloomington Friday for the purpose 
of issuing a call for a county convention to 
select delegates to the State Convention at 
Springfield. Chairman Kennedy is firmly 
opposed to free silver and is of the opinion 
that if the Springfield Convention declares 
for free silver another State convention will 
be called in the interest of a gold standard 
or bimetallism. It is, however, conceded 
even by Kennedy that the free silver Demo- 
crats are in the majority in the county.

REPORT OF WHISKY TRUST RECEIVERS. 


It Covers the Period from Feb. 4 to March 
23—The Figures Given. : 

The report of John McNulta, Edward 
F. Lawrence, and John J. Mitchell, receivers 
of the whisky trust from Feb. 4 to March 
23 was presented to the Clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday. The receiv- 
ers say their gross receipts from all sources 


were $3,552,348, the expenditures $3,669,039, | 


leaving a balance of $182,508 in the hands of 
heceiver McNulta when the other two re- 
The receipts and expend- 
itures of the trust are kept in two accounts, 
one the operations of the distillers and the 
other the general account. In the distil- 
lery account the receivers say they found 
a cash balance of $33,631. The principal re- 
ceipts were: From sales of spirits, $2,841; 
from sales of rectified goods, $684,721; and 
from all other sources, $71,376. In the gen- 
eral account the receipts were: Cash in 
the banks, $162,300, and from all other 
sources, $108,490. The disbursements on ac- 
count of the distillery fund were $3,581,224, 


of which amount $2,209,332 was for govern-_ 


ment stamps, .$413,352 for the purchase of 
grain, and $247,539 for operating expenses. 
“une expenditures in the general account 
were $88,615, of which amount $71,453 were 
bills payable, the balance being for salaries 
and insurance. John J. Mitchell filed a sep- 
arate report to the court asking to be dis- 
charged on his bond.and that his compensa- 
tion be fixed by the court.

bloody fingers were seen at intervals. The 
extent of the blood-stains in the wash-room 
go to show that the murderer had no light 
while washing his hands. 

A new discovery in the Durrant case has 
been made. When the body of Minnie Will- 
iams was found in Emanuel Church, in 
searching for traces of the murderer, the 
police and reporters found a dark stain on 
the door of the Rev. Dr. Gibson’s private 
study, to which he only, so far as known, 
had a key. Today a reporter shaved ' off a 
portion of the stain, and a microscopic ex- 
amination showed it was blood.

THEY STRIKE TO GET BIGGER WAGE3. 


Employes at the Kimball Piano Factory= 
Boys Quit at the Ship Yard. 

A hundred workmen in the action and fin- 
ishing department of the W. W. Kimball 
Piano and Organ manufactory, Twenty- 
sixth and Rockwell streets, went out ona 
strike Monday morning. A committee 
waited upon Supt. W. W. Lunkin and it is 
said demanded an advance of something like 
15 per cent in wages. Upon refusal they 
quit work. Yesterday afternoon the men 
held a secret meeting at No. 811 West Twen- 
tieth street. This morning a committee will 
call upon the officials. 

In the absence of Mr. Lunkin Timekeeper 
J. Williamson, who has charge of the fac- 
tory, said: 

“There have been no cuts for over a year. 
We have run without a shutdown ever since 
August, 1893. This is the first time our em- 
ployés have ever become dissatisfied. It is 
pretty safe to predict that they will all re- 
turn to work before Saturday. 

The strike in the yards of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company on the Calumet River 
affected only twenty boys. The force of 
1,000 men did not stop work out of sym- 
pathy, as was at first reported. The boys 
were rivet-heaters in the yard. They were 
paid at an average rate of 60 cents a day.

DIRECTOR SKIFF ON MUSEUM GROWTH 


Tells University Students of the Relation 
of the Two Institutions. . 
Director F. J. V. Skiff of the Field Colum- 
bian Museum addressed the students and fac- 
ulty of the University of Chicago yesterday 
afternoon on ** [he Museum and the Uni- 
versity.’ Mr. Skiff spoke with pleasure of 
the cordial relations between the institutions 
and called attention to the legal provision 
which recites that the museum shall be open 
at all times to the children in actual attend- 
ance upon any of the schools in IMinois; 
further, that teachers of schoois, officers and 
members of the faculties of colleges, univer- 
sities, and seminaries are free to enter the 
building, and, under certain conditions, to, 
have access to the collections for study and 
investigation. Mr.° Skiff said the museum 
was in great need ofa library. At present it 
has only 9,000 titles. Mr. Skiff continuea: 
We hail the day when the Crerar Library shal! 
be accessible to students of science, and we in- 
voke its neighborly location, but books for the 
museum should bein the museum. There are 
three separate and distinct functions in the scope 
of the Field Columbian Museum. First, an exhi- 
bition of material; second, a series of popular 
and scientific bulletins; third, a lecture course in 
whieh students and travelers participate by 
speech and illustration. We thus employ the 
three potent methods of storing the human mind 
and awakening, conrentrating, and enriching 
human thought. 
The space in the Field Museum is divided by 
4p imaginary line drawn north and south through 
the central court, man and his works occu ying 
the east half of the building and the he o 
nature the west. Circumstances have forced a 
slight invasion upqn the natural history stores 
with textiles and ceramics and jewels, but this, 
itis hoped, is only temporary. The installation 
begins with the formation of the earth and con- 
cludes with the age of invention. I think I ma 
safely say, upon the authority of those muc 
wiser than myself, that in economit botany, 
North American ethnology, and in economic ge- 
ology the Field institution is incomparably su- 
perior to many of the larger museums.of the 
world. In other departments and divisions of 
science the museum 1s not so well equipped, for 
time is essential to some ends even in Chicago. 
Several interesting bulletins shortly to be 
issued by the museum are in press. One on 
the Columbus documents, by William E. 
Curtis, will contain photogravures from the 
only phdétographs which have been made of 
these documents, and now in possession of 
the ynuseum. Prof. Holmes of the museum 
has a bulletin on the architecture and sculpt- 
ure of Old Mexico based upon material col- 
lected and-information secured on the Atlison 
Armour expedition. Another bulletin will be 
prepared by Prof, Harrington on ‘' Meteor.

the main silt epoch. The map represents the 
surface of a globe sixteen and a half feet in 
diameter. Another map represents the basin 
of the Arkansas River, in Colorado,in rela- 
tion to the catchment basins and irrigable 
lands. Other relief maps represent the Uhat- 
tanooga district, tne Kentucky coal districts, 
and States of Missouri and Massachusetts.

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THE DRAINAGE BILL DEBATE. 

Yesterday the Senate took up the bill pre- 
pared by the Drainage Trustees, in which the 
citizens of the Drainage District ask for per- 
mission to tax themselves miore heavily for 
the next three years in order that the Ggrain- 
age channel may be finished on time for their 
own benefit and for that of the dwellers in the 
valley, who comp/ain that undiluted sewage 
is being sent them. ° 

Straightway Senator Niehaus of Peoria of- 
fered one amendment out of the many which 
the valley people have prepared. If it were to 
be adopted it would be followed by others 
offered by other Senators from the 
same part of the State, and it would not be 
long before the bill which, as it stands, is ac- 
ceptable to those who will have te pay the 
higher taxes will be lodded down with propo- 
sitions which will make its acceptaace by 
them impossible. 

Senator Niehaus said that ‘‘the object of 
his amendment was to make it clear in the 
law that the trustees shall be compelled to 
send down through the canal a volume of 
300,000 cubic feet per minute.’’ His reason 
for that was that “instead of building a 
waterway Chicago wants to ‘give us a big 
open sewer.” | 

That is not true. What has Chicago failed 
to do that the law demanded of her? She was 
required to cut a channel of a specified size 
and capacity through the clay. Sheis doing 
it. She was required to construct one of 
double capacity through miles of solid rock. 
She is doing it and spending millions on the 
work. The contracts have been let for about 
the entire undertaking. ._Those contracts are 
publi If-there is anything omitted’ in them 
‘which is demanded by the law why is it not 
specified? . 

Does the Senator mean by this remark 
about substituting a sewer for a waterway 
that it is the duty of this city. to build a water- 
way from Lockport to Joliet? But the law 
does not order that. It does not and could 
not, for at Lockport the connection between 
navigation and drainage ends. If navigation 


| is to go farther the Genera! Government must 


attend to that in its own time and in its own 
manner. Chicago is building at an expense 
of over twenty millionsa drainage channel, 
which, asfar as Lockport, is the equivalent 
ofa waterway. It will not be a “big open 
sewer.”’ It will be anavigable stream witha 
very fair quality of water. 

The law already specifies the amount of di- 
lution of Chicago sewage. It does that in 
many places. The trustees say that it is their 
intention to live up to the lew. They have 
done so rigidly as yet. What is there to 
justify an assumption that they and those they 
represent will notdo so in the future? An 
amerdment attacking the good faith of the 
trustees and people isa sinister one offered 
for an evil purpose. . 


This amendment is a preliminary one to be. 


followed by others based on the assumption 
that this city is bound to construct a water- 
way froth Lockport to some point down the 
valley—perhaps to the Mississippi. Senator 


Berry said that in 1889, when the present law . 


was under consideration, ‘‘it was urged by 
citizens that this was the initial step looking 
toward a great waterway from Lake Michigan 
to the gulf.”"’ The ‘initial step’’ is being 
taken. It covers the long stretch from Chi- 
cago to ‘Lockport, But the Senators with 
who#n Berry is training want Chicago to be 
forced unconstitutionally to take a second 
step to Joliet. Were they to succeed in 
that they would insist on a third step to Mor- 
ris and a fourth to Ottawa and so on, 

Senator Crawford answered the valley mal- 
contents fully as regards this first amend- 
ment by pointing out that the law is clear on 
the question of the volume of water which 
must be sent down the drainage channel. 
And then he went on to cover the whole case 
and to expose the plans of Niehaus and the 
others, as follows: 

The Legislature has no power to grant _to this 
Sanitary District authority to construct a water- 
way. Right was granted to build a drainage 
canal and we are trying to conform to the law in 
that respect. It was never inthe law to give 
Joliet a waterway. According to its provisions 
the health and rights of the valiey people have 
been amply protected. Chicago has complied 
with all these provisions. The only trouble is 
that the valley pecple want to compel us to open 
a waterway when the law does not contempiate 
it. If you insist on putting upon us additional 
burdens itis the sentiment of taxpayers that we 
quit now. 

If the valley Senators and their coadjutors 
were not bent on forcing Chicago to violate 
the Constitution and the laws and builda 
waterway from Lockport to Joliet they would 
make no opposition to the passage of this bill 
and would all. vote for it. But they think 
they see in this request of the people of the 
Sanitary District for permission to tax them- 
selves an opportunity to extort concessions 
from the latter. It will bea failure, for they 
are not enamored enough of taxation to come 
to terms, 3 

This first amendment shouid be voted down 
this morning and the other amendments 
should be dealt with in the same way as they 
present themselves, Or, asSenator Crawford 
says, ** the taxpayers will quit now.”’ 
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GRANT THE REHEARING. 
The Supreme Court has announced that a 


week from Monday it wiil listen to argu- 


ments as to whether there shall be a rehear.- 
ing in the income tax cases, which were 
passed on early this month in a’ most incon- 
clusive and unsatisfactory manner by a di- 
vided court. It is believed that Justice Jack- 
son will be present and that his vote wil! be 
the decisive one. This.will impose on him a 
responsibility it is not likely he covets. 

It.is not customary for the Supreme Court 
of the United States to granta rehearing. It 
is assumed that before its members decide a 
question they have studie:) it thoroughly and 
have arrived at conclusions on one side or the 
other which cannot be shaken by further 
arguments, no matter how distinguished may 
be the counsel who make them. This is usu- 
ally the case. And after five of the Judges, 
being a majority, have made up their minds 
after discussion and consultation as to what 
the lawis, or should be, and have set forth their 
views elaborately on paper, to attempt to get 
one of them to change his opinions would be as 
vain as to seek to move the universe, Law- 
yers recognize these facts and they do not 
pester the Federal Supreme Court for rehear- 
ings as they do the highest tribunals of States. 

But the present application différs ‘trom 
others, for the Supreme Court has really de- 
cided nothing, except that certain portions of 
the law taxing the rents of real estate 


j and income from State and municipal 


bonds were unconstitutional. The ‘rest 
of the law was sustained simply because 
the Judge in the court below would not take 
the responsibility of declarmg it unconstitu- 
tional. Four judges voted to sustain him and 
four,to reverse him. Neither side having a 
majority, the affirmative jron. 4 

It has been the maxim of some of the great- 
est jurists who ever sat on the Supreme Court 
bench that whatever decisions were made by 
that tribunal should be concurred in by a ma- 
jority of the full bench. They did not believe 
a vote of 4 to 3 carried with itas much weight 


. Europe. 


minority of the court had laid down the law, 
but in the latter a clear majority had done so. 
It has not been settied whether an income tax 
on the lines of the present law is constitution- 
al or nat. It should be settled, for a warmay 


come, greater revenue may be needed, but. 


Congress might hesitate to resort to an in- 
come tax, when there was such a cloud on its 
legality. 

As was stated, itis not usual for the Jus- 
tices to change their minds after they have 
once made them up. Yet. in this case it is 
possible that oneor more of them may do so 
if tuey have an opportunity. Itis understood 
that two of the four who voted to sustain the 
law would not_ have done so had the ques- 
tion come befere the court for the first time 
as an original proposition. But during the 
far the Supreme Court decided that an in- 
come tax was not a direct tax. These two 
Judges are of the opinion that whether it 
decided rightly or wrongly then the de- 
cision should stand, 
flection they will reach the conclusjon that 
while it is generally better to stand by what 
has been decided, the application of the rule 
in this case would do mere evil than good, 
The Supreme Court has reversed itself in the 
past, and there are the best of reasons why it 
should do so now. 

The first step to be taken to straighten out 
the present tangle is to grant a rehearing. 
Then the whole matter can be gone over 
again, with a reasonable prospect that even if 
five Judges do not hold the law unconstitu- 
tional in itself, five will hold that the uncon- 
stitutionality of that portion relating to the 
rents or income of real.estate invalidates the 
whole law. 2 
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SENATOR BERRY’S ABSURDITY. 

In the debate on the sanitary district bill in 
the Senate yesterday after Mr. Crawford’s 
speech giving the history of the legislation, 
and after his statement that the law was clear 
on the question of the volume of water which 
shall be sent down the canal, a Senator from 
down the State, Mr... Berry, began a. reply. 
He insisted that the initial step was taken not 
for the purpose of conserving the health of 
the people by digging a drainage canal, but 
to make a great navigable waterway. 

Senator Crawford asked him pointedly if 
he did not believe that the present law pro- 
vided for the same volume that the amend- 
ments demanded. | 

The reply was: ‘“‘I think the law contem- 
plates that the pure fresh water of Lake 
Michigan should be turned into the canal and 
not the water from the polluted Chicago 
River.”’ : 

’ The Berry position is an absurdity. If 
nothing is to be turned into the canal except 
absolutely pure water from the lake, un- 
touchec by the water of the Chicago River, 
what possible object is there in the digging of 
the canal? If the lake water ig not to be run 
through the river to take up in its ample vol- 
ume the sewage that is there it would be utter 
folly to build the canal. There would be no 


place left to run the sewage of Chicago save 


the Jake. The whole object of the law, and it 
has been thorough'y understood since its very 
inception, as well as the whole object of the 
expenditure of $30,000,000, has been to turn 
the clean Lake Michigan water into the main 
river, thence into the South Branch and 
through the Desplaines, 
the Mississippi. This flow of 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute of pure water, it is known, is 
ample to dilute the sewage to that degree 
where it ceases to be offensive. — 

Then what does Senator Berry mean when 
he says that this lake water was not to be car- 
ried through the river? He intimates that an 
independent channel shall be made for pure 
water only. Under such conditions as these 
what is the canal for? Apparently for navi- 
gation only and not for the good of the public 
health. Does Senator Berry suppose for an 
instant that Chicago is spending $30,000,000 
for navigation purposes alone? If he does he 
takes a most extraordinary view of matters, 
and one that is ridiculous and foolishly absurd 
on its face. 


“ PREE SILVER” DELUSIONS, 

The free silver extremists allege, and have 
succeeded in making many of the farmers 
believe, that the dull times of the last two 
years are due to the depreciation of silver, or 
to what they falsely claim to be an ‘appre. 
ciation of gold.”’ They say the prices of com- 
modities and the wages of labor have declined 
because we have ceased to coin silver, and 
that it is only when silver is freely employed 
as a money metal that there is any prosperity 
ina nation. No fair minded man will deny 
that the money panic of 1898 ana the result- 
ing industrial depression were due to the 
operation of other causes, Is the latter part 
of the claim true? Let us see. 

Germany began the policy of discontinuing 
the coinage of silver twenty-three or four 
years ago. It previously had had hard times 
for a century or more, and substantially the 
same kind of conditions had been experi- 
enced all over Europe. Since then Germany 
has bad a prosperous career. For nearly an 
average lifetime its people have had the 
limited amount of about $2.50 of silver per 
capita, the rest of their money being gold. 
Is it not an undeniable historical fact known 
by overy reader of history that the period of 
greatest prosperity enjoyed by Germany 
since its wars with Julius Cesar has been 
subsequent to its unification of the currency 
and unification of the States? Takimg a lot 
of French gold, substituting it for German 
silver, joining its twenty-nine States into one 
nation, and adopting: a free State republican 
tariff, Germany has prospered to an extent 
hardly paralleled by any other country in 
lt has got ahead of France and is 
crowding close on Great Britain as an active 
competitor in the sale of manufactured 
products. 

Consider the case of the Latin Union. 
About twenty years ago it ceased to coin 
silver. The principal country in that Union 
is France, which, notwithstanding its fright- 
ful experience with Germany, having to pay

Wilson bill, abolishing a large part of the 
previously existing protection to American 
industry. That was what depressed the price 
of labor and of the products of labor, and 
wheat suffered along with the rest, being all 
the more heavy because of the tremendous 
crop of 1891, the weight of the surplus from 
which was felt through succeeding years. . If 
wheat was depressed by ‘silver’? why have 
not corn and oats been kept down by that 
same cause? And who can account rationally 
for the advance in prices of beef and 
petroleum?

CHICAGO BUSINESS LAST YEAR. 

The thirty-seventh annual report by the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade con- 
tains the statistics of trade and commerde for 
this city last year. The effect of the Pullman 
strike is stated briefly. ‘* The insurrection of 
June and July ” involved a loss of 80 million 
dollars, of which 45 millions represented 
wages lost to workingmen. The report pays 


no attention to carpers, official or private, but | 


quietly takes the ground that ‘the obligation 
of the Nation to protect its inter-State traffic 
is imperative and undoubted, and that in- 
timidation and dictation are offensive alike 
to labor and capital, having no proper place 
in the vocabulary of ninetecn h century civ- 
ilization.’’ Chicago is credited with 9,977 
manufacturing establishments, having an ag- 
gregate output of $664,568,000 and em- 
ploying an average of 210,366 persons, who 
received wages amounting to $123,955,000 
during the year. The mortality rate was 16.93 
per 1,000, being the lowest with one excep- 
tion in the last half century, and much 
the smallest in a list of several large cities, 
at the head of which stands Marseilles with 
35 per 1,000. 

Besides full statistics of produce movement 
and prices for Chicagoin 1894: the volume 
contains tables of exports and imports for 
the whole of the United States, comparative 
statements of the volume and value of canal 
commerce, valuations of property for taxua- 
tion in the State and city, statistics of rail- 
road constgyction and operation, the produce 
movement at other leading cities, crop 
statistics for grain and cotton in the United 
States and of wheat, rye, barley, and oats for 
the whote_ world; reports of number of live 
stock, novament of the same and amount of 
packing; date of first frost in each of a 
series of years at numerous points in this 
country; foreign import duties on wheat, 
English prices for grain, cotton, and silver, 
and much other valuable information for the 
average business-man, as well as for those 
engaged in lines of effort which are peculiar- 
ly within the province of board of trade 
statistics. ; 
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COUNTY CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

The reason why Cook County is to get only 
a small measure of civil service reform at this 
time is explained elsewhere in Tue Tripuns. 
It was and is the desire of the friends of bet- 
ter government to apply to every department 
of Cook County the same rules that havé 
been adopted for the city. But they becamé 


satisfied that there was not time left at this 
“ session in which to pass a law for the county 


similar to the one passed for the benefit of 
the city. Therefore since they could not get 
all they wanted they determined to try to get 
all they could. 

There are but three institutions over which 
the County Board has direct and immediate 
control. They are the Hospital, Poorhouse, 
and Insane Asylum. The Legislature has 
authority to direct the manner in which the 


affairs of Cook County stall be managed by. 


the County Board. It can require the board 
to adopt civil service rules for the hospital, 
etc., without submitting the question «to a 
popular vote. 

There was pending in the Legislature a bill 
changing in some respects the present law 
relative to the management of county affairs. 
The friends of better government decided 
that the best they could do was to attach.an 
amendment to that measure providing for 
civil service reform in ths three institutions 
before mentioned. This measure may pass. 
A general one, though most desirable, it is be- 
lieved would not because the Legislature will 
adjourn ina month. Two years hence there 
will be no difficulty about securing all the leg- 
islation that is désired, 


TION DAY. - 

The Election Commissioners have gone to 
Springfield for the purpose of having the city 
election law amended. One of the changes 
they ask for is that they be authorized to ap- 
point the election judges and clerks ninety 
days prior to an election, instead 6f: sixty, 
as now. This is unobdjectionable, It will 
give more time for the appointees to study 


the law and familiarize themselves with their 


duties. 

The other amendment contemplates a re- 
turn to the old system and having registra- 
tion days three and four weeks prior to an 
election, instead of two and three as now. In 
1891 the law was changed and made what it 
is now. This was done tecause it was be- 
lieved that the nearer the day of election the 
last day of registration came, allowing suffi- 
ciént time for the clerks ir which to canvass 
their precincts, the smaller would be the 
number of persons who failed to register. 
For the interest of voters increases always as 
election day draws near. 

‘This modification of the law has been in 
force for nearly four years. Several elections 
have been heid under it, If the change has 
doneany harm the public has not been in- 
formed of it. ‘The only reason for going back 
to the old practice must be the one which 
was urged for not abandoning it—that there 
is not sufficient time for the clerks in which 
to do their canvassing. They have to look up 
not to exceed 450 voters. The law assumes 
that two days are enough in which to do the 
work and they certainly ought to be. That 
still leaves ample time in which to send out 
the suspect notices, and for the persons to 
whom they are sent to appear, if they wish 
todo so, and show cause whygtheir names 
should not be dropped. 

The ;Commissioners should explain why 
they want this amendment adopted by pnint- 
ing out, if they can, who is injured by bring- 


ing the last day of registration down to two 


weeks before election. Itis evident that the 
Jater the day the greater the number of voters 
registered, and if the Com missioners appoint 
coinpetent clerks a thorough canvass can be 
made under the present law as well as under

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Isaac Pirman, the father of phonography, 
is dead, at the ripe age of 82. He was the 
original inventor of the idea of writing short-

His 
system as at first presented was greatly 
improved in subsequent editions of the work, 
in large part as the result of suggestions nade 
by some among about two thousand persons 
who forined a Corresponding Society, Isaac 
also founded the Phonetic ‘Society, and in 
concert with Alexander J. Ellis, worked hard, 
though with indifferent suc¢ess, to bring 
abouta reform inthe spelling and printing 
of the English language, one of their ventures 
being the publication of a newspaper which 
Punch often tried to make funof as ‘** The 
Fonetic Nuz.’’ His brothers aided him in 
the work of fonetic reform, and Benn, the 
youngest, came to Cincinnati, where he estab- 
lished an American system of phonography, 
superior in many respects to that of Isaac, 
but differing from it only in detail. The sys~ 


tems of Munson and Graham, both extensive- | 


ly used in the United States, are similar mad- 
ifications of the original Pitman idea, and it 
is due to Isaac to say that some of the feat- 
ures claimed by those men as improvements 
had been tried and rejected by the English 
society.

Senator Berry of Hancock said yesterday 
during the debate on the drainage bill: “I 
think the law contemplates that the pure, 
fresh water of Lake Michigan should be 
turned into the canal and not the water from 
the poiluted Chicago River,”’ He thinks noth- 
ing of the kind.

The object was not to make a waterway ex- 
cept as fur as one was the incidental conse- 
quence of the construction of a drainage 
channel. Nor is it stipulated in the law that 
the water which is to flow through this drain- 
age waterway must not pass through the Chi-

That the above mentioned 
association may have the benefit of its claims 
THE TRIBUNE makes the following extract from 
the letter: 

In all earnestness is it not best tostop this 
hegira of Northern farmers to the South and 
have them locate in the West? This section of 
Iowa is one of the most fertile and beautiful : in 
the world. It is becoming filled with orchards 
vineyards, and market farms. The products of 
these find a ready marketin Nebraska, UColora- 
do, Wyoming, Montana, Minnesota. and Illinois. 
Our grapes rival those of California and our 
apples are simply superb. Many of our farms 
are being divided up into forty-acre tracts and 
many oi our farmers are wealthy and independ- 
ent. 

The Missouri Valley—twenty miles on each side 
of the river from Council Biails to Blames 
can easily support millions of peopie without 
crowding. The increased -population of she 
Wost means the continuous growth of Chicago 
until it eventually becomes the peer of London 
in development and magnificence. On the other 
hand, if Northern farmers settie in the South 
Chicago will derive no benefit, except incidental- 
ly, while the cities of the South will receive 
every direct advantage frum a population so de- 
sirable.

DEATH OF N.S. JONES 


OLD BOARD OF TRADE OPERATOR 
SUOOUMBS TO PARALYSIS, 


The End Comes at St. Joseph's Hospitale 
He Was Once One of the So-Called 
“ Big Four ”=—Frederick A. Mitchell, 
for Many Years Prominent as a Crim- 
inal Lawyer, Passes Away=Dr. Francis 
A. Slater Dies in Policeman’s. Armse 
Other Obituary Matters. 


Nathaniel S, Jones, once one of the “ big 


four ”’ operators of the Board of Trade, died 
of paralysis at St. Joseph’s Hospital last 
night. His wifeandson were with him at 
the last. 


[N. S. Jones was born at Centreville, O., Jan. 
26, 1841. He spent most of his boyhood on a 
farm at Xenia, O., receiving only a common 
school education. When he was 17 years old he 
went to Cincinnati, where his brother. Taylor 
Jones, was in the soap and candle mannfactur- 
ing business. Mr. Jones became the bookkeeper 
of the firm and remained with it some years. 

_He then branched out for himself and estab- 
lished a lubricating oil plant. At first he suc- 

and amassed considerable money, 

unlucky speculation caused his 

In 1875 he came te Chi- 

and entered the firm of William Young 

Here luck followed him and he became a 

member of the firm of George (. Eld redge & Co. 

While he was connected with this firm he was 

well known to tse board as a shrewd operator, 

but it was not until he started the firm of Jones, 

Kennett & Hopkins that he became most widely 
known. 

He was associated with’ Norman B. Ream, 
Charles Singer. and Sidney Kent, and when the 
four got to trading things used to be lively. Nat 
Jones appearance in any deal was generally the 
sign for a wild flurry in prices. Time and again 
he cornered the market and made money rapidly. 
At the height of his prosperity—and that meant 

at he was worth considerably more than a 
million—he built a handsome house on the Luke 
Shore drive which is now occupied by Gen. Tor- 
rence. 

Mr. Jones was an active speculator and a good 
one, but in spite of his success in the West he al. 
ways had an inclination to try his luck in the 
New York markets. His commission business 
here was at that time ranked as the largest, run- 
ning up to $200.000 a year. A year ago Mr. 
Jones found the attractions of New. Yogk too 
strong for him and selling out his Chicago hold- 
ings he made his permanent home in the Eastern 
city. His luck seemed to leave him as soon as 
the change was made and he is said to have lost 
much of his fortune in New York. 

While Visiting here a month ago Mr. Jones snf- 
fered a slight paralytic stroke. This was soon 
followed by another and Mr, Jones was taken to 
St. Joseph's Hospital. From the first there was 
little hope for his Jife and his friend¢ knew the 
end was near. He died at'8:30 o'clock. 

June 7, 1864, Mr, Jones was married to Mary 
Ww eir Scammon, daughter of Gen. E. P. Scammon 
of Yellow Springs, W. Va. Eight children were 
born to them, six of whom survive Mr. Jones. 
No arrangements for the funeral have yet been 
made, but the interment will probably be at 
Calvary. ]

Growth of Export Shipments from New- 
port News Shows That the Grain Busi- 
ness Is Being Thrown to the Southern 
Route Heavily=Grand Trunk Meeting, 
Election, and Reports — Preliminary 
Statement Made at the Union Pacific 
Annual at Boston. 

Stockholders of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk railway company held their annual 
meeting in this city yesterday. There were 
voted 58,000 shares, out ofa possible 68,000 
shares, all of which were for the following 
directors: L. J. Seargeant, Montreal, Que. ; 
William C. Beardsley, Auburn, N, Y.; F. A. 
Howe, Chicago; E. W. Maddaugh, Detroit, 
Mich.; Dr. F. Skinner, Valparaiso, Ind.; W. 
J. Spicer, Detroit, Mich.; and George B. 
Reeve, Chicago. The above were all reélect- 
ed except Mr. Reeve, who takes the place of 
Henry Howard. 

In his annual report, which ‘was submitted 
to the meeting, President L. J. Seargeant 
says: 


The period of extraordinary depression, to 


which reference was made in the report for 1893, 
was prolonged ahd intensified during the last 
year. A-succession of the most serious calami- 
ties to railway companies prevailed, among them 

rostration of trade, financial stringency and 
abor strikes, culminating in that incited by 
Pullman employés, which involved great destruc- 
tion of property and uitimate resort to military 

rotection. The traffic operations of the lines 
had, at one period, to be wholly suspended, and 
were for a ‘iene conducted under serious disad- 
vantages and at an enhanced cost. Under such 
disturbing conditions freight traffic was not sus- 
tained, rates deciined, an indisposition to travel 
ensued, and the consequent contraction of revo- 
nue brought railway companies having limited 
resources to a precarious condition, while some 
had recourse to receiverships. 


Features of the Revenue Account. 


The statement of account reflects the adverse 
experience of the year 1894. Capital expend- 
iture has been restricted to absolutely necessary 
outiay. The total amount of expenditure was 
$81,565, against $134,793 in the preceding year. 


The three months of 1895, as compared 
with the same period of 1894, show: Increase 
in gross earnings, $548,212; increase in ex- 
penses, $223,851; increase in net earnings, 
$324,361. : 


Special Baggage Car Rules. 

A call for the regularmonthly meeting of the 
Passenger Department of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation, to be held in this city Wednesday, May 
1, was issued yesterday by Commissioner Donald.

Why Denver Rates Are Higher. 

Denver, Colo., April 24.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission this forenoon heard from rail- 
road officials the reasons forthe higher freight 
rates to San Francisco from Denver than from 
Chicago and other Eastern points. They claim 
they are obliged to make lower rates from Chi- 
cago than they can afford to make from interior 
cities situated like Denver on account of water 
com peticon.

Miss Elizabeth Harrison Answers a Flood 


of Perplexing Questions as to What 
Methods to Pursue in Enforcing Obedi- 
ence<Knotty Points in Training Dis- 
cussed=—Physical ‘Force the Last Resort 
and How It Should Be Applied—Gen- 
eral Notes of Interest to Women, 


Enthusiastic young mothers who take kin- 
dergarten lessons are prone to ask as many 
questions as the irrepressible small boy. 
This fact was evidenced at the Chicago Kin- 
dergarten College yetterday morning when 
the. Principal, Miss Elizabeth Harrison, de- 
voted one hour to the queries of interested 
members of the mothers’ class. Constantly 
recurring difficulties of child training, their 
cause and cure, were handled in an interest- 
ing and instructive manner. 

“What is the best way to teach obedience 
to a 17-month-old baby?” was the initial in- 
terrogation by a bright-faced little mother. 

“As a rule the difficulty is a child of that 


‘age does not understand there are rules to 


which he must.comply,’’ answered Miss Har- 
rison. ‘‘However, the mother should first 
do the rational thing, then the arbitrary. 
F'or instance, if the child refuses to give up a 
thing when told to do so quietly take it from 
his hand. The mother: may in many ways 
develop the idea that each orie lives under 
authority.. At the same time she should be 
eareful of the tone of voice exercised in the 
command. The voice should be quiet and 
dignified rather thanirritated. A child with 
any sense of freedom will resist the tone of 
tyranny.”’ ‘ ; 

“How should stubbornness and indepen- 
dence in the child be treated?” interposed an 
interested woman. 

“Obstinacy in the child is usually the re- 
sultant of obstinacy in the mother,’’ was the 
rejoinder. “Often the child feels his will is 
crossed by mere caprice. On the other hand, 
if the child is wholly at fault he should be 
shown that the command, whatever it may
